JAPANESE  MAPLES. 

These  Japanese  Maples  thrive 
throughout  the  New  England  and 
Middle  States  and  in  Ohio,  Indiana, 
Illinois,  the  Southern  part  of  Michi- 
gan and  in  other  States  where  the  tem- 
perature is  about  the  same  as  the  Mid- 
dle States,  and  where  they  are  not 
subject  to  severe  winds,  especially 
those  of  the  Great  Lakes. 

The  polymorphutn  atropurpureum 
is  the  hardiest  of  the  colored  leaved 
forms,  and  is  more  largely  planted. 
Our  plants  of  this  are  grown  on  their 
own  roots,  but  the  other  fancy  vari- 
eties are  grafted.  These  plants  are  all 
grown  here,  —  not  imported  from 
Japan, — and  the  bark  is  clean,  smooth 
and  healthy.  The  imported  stock  is 
invariably  hide-bound,  and  poorly 
rooted,  and  it  takes  them  years  to  re- 
cover from  it.  Notice  that  many  of 
our  fine  varieties  are  growing  in  pots. 
They  are  perfectly  dormant  for  fall  and 
spring  shipment  as  they  are  grown  out 
of  doors.
